CENSUS OF COCHIN, 1921. 

INTRODUCTION 


Census of 1921 -was the sixth systematic enumeration of the population 
of the State and the fifth taken simultaneously Syith that of 
British India By command of His Highness the Maharaja 
was taken on the morning of 19th March 1921, except m the case ol 
travellers and the houseless poor who were enumerated on the mght of the 18th 
The hill tnbes were enumerated between 11th and 17th March The enumera- 
tion on the 19th March purported to record the facts as they stood on the night 
of the 18th The montn and date were proposed by the Government of India 
and accepted by His Highness’ Government A full account of the procedurp 
adopted in connection with the taking of Census is givenjm the administrativa 
volume as mstruoted by the Census Commissioner, but a general outlme of the 
procedure adopted for taking Census is given in the following paragraphs 

2 Bor Census purposes, the State was divided mto ten charges, each of 
the six Taluks and the four Municipal Towns bemg treated 
oensns divisioDB und g^g g charge The Tahsildars of the Taluks and the Presi- 
agenoy deuts of the Town Councils were appomted Supermtendents 

of the several charges The charges were sub-divided mto 532 circles which were 
again sub-divided into 5,367 blocks Each of the circles was placed under a 
Supervisor, and an enumerator was appointed to take the Census of each blockr 
The majority of Supervisors and enumerators weie Government servants and 
teachers of aided schools, the rest being private gentlemen The work was ear- 
ned out by unpaid agency, but uon-official Supervisors and enumerators were 
paid travelhng allowances at the rate of 2 annas a mile provided the distance 
travelled, to and fro, was not less than four miles This amounted to 
Be 2,853 — 12—0 The average number of occupied houses m a block was 33 and 
the average number of blocks m a circle was 10 No change of procedure m the 
takmg of Census was newl}'^ mtroduced.

3 The work was started with the numbenng of houses and the prepara- 
tion of house lists After all the houses were numbered a 
statement showmg the number of houses m each village and 
the number of each grade of Census Officers required m each 
charge was prepared by the Charge Superm ten dents and sent to me for approval 
The house numbenng m klunicipal Towns was earned out by the .Town Council 
suboidinates, and in ruial villages by the village staff between 13th February 
and 13th May 1920 Before the preparation of the prehmmary record, viz., the 
fillmg up of the Enmneiation Schedules with paiticulars regarding all persons

datlM before octaal Cenmi wort began. The prelirmnaiy enumeration waa 
cemmenoed on let Febcuarj in rural parta and on the 10th February In Mctmapal 
Towns and the wboio of this wort waa completed before 25tb Fobniaiy llie 
ongioal entries were mSde on plain paper and after cbect and correction by 
Sopemsiort, the ontnet were copied into printed acbcdules. 

4. For the final Cenatu si) pubilo offices and aoboola in the State wore 
oloeed for three days from Ibth to 20th ilarch to enable 
“"*■ all Government servants to carry out Cento* wort. The 
finwl enmnoratioD or the octool Oenaoi was taken on the morning of 10th ^larch 
bctaeeo dvjhrcoi and noon.

bj British territon The eastern half of the larger part is co\cred by forests and 
mountains and is almost uuinhahited The rest of the State is tbicklj' populated, 
those Ijiug along the coast being more populated than those m the intenor The 
State IS dv^ ided into si\ Taluks, % i/ , Cochin-Kauaj aunur, Cranganur, ^lukunda- 
puram, Tncliur, Talappilli and Chittur During the decade, portions of Chittur 
and Tatlamangalaui Milages, m the ChiUui Taluk were constituted into a Muni- 
cipal Town called “Chittur-Tattaiimngalam Tow n ” w Inch has an area of 3 7 
square miles and a population of 18,160 pei-sons

18 Migration 18 the next factor which affects the movement of popula- 

tion It vanes accoiding to the conditions under which the 
change of residence takes place This may be temporary or 
casual, periodic or permanent Visits do relatives or friends 
and to the sick and infirm, and travelling on bnsmess oi duty oi on account of 
epidemics in the locality, come under the categorj’^ of temporary or casual migia- 
tion Peiiodic migration consists of the movement of labouiei’s duiing harvest 
season, &o Impenal Table XI and Subsidiary Table IV contaming statistics of 
emigrants and immigrants furnish mateiial for asceitammg the giowth and 
decline of the natnial population Migiation from Taluli to Taluk in the State 
has not been recorded Those who are born outside and censused within the State 
are shoivn in the Table XT Permanent migration takes place either owing to the 
attraction of places other than that of one’s birth, or m connection with trade or 
profession. It will be seen from the Tables that 39,769 persons or 4 1 per cent 
of the total population were born outside the State against 47,266 peisons or 6 1 
per cent m 1911 The number of persons born in the State and enumerated 
outside the State as gathered from the statement received from the Provincial 
Supermtendeuts was 23,512, as against 25,047 at the previous census The 
result of migration has thus been. a gam to Cochin of 16,247 against 22,219 m 
1911 Cochinites are a homestaying people and permanent migration even 
from one part of the State to another is viewed rvith considerable misgivings 
Increasing pressure upon the means of subsistence is acting as a stimulant to 
the less-favoured section of the population to migrate to distant places

entrance from the common way Houses aie generally 
bmlt of mud or stone or both and the designs of these depend upon local tastes 
and facilities and resources of the occupant Every house in Malabar, except 
those built on street systems, has a fauly big compound wherein fruit trees &o , 
are reared Great improvements have been made in the style of houses, so much 
so that the old style of typical Malayalee houses can rarely be seen except in 
country parts The total number of occupied houses is 178,211 and the average 
number of houses per square mile comes to 120 Talukwai statistics of persons liv- 
ing m each house and the average number of houses per squaie mile are given m 
Subsidiary Table VH The occupied houses according to the present census ex- 
ceeded those in ] 911 by 14,925 thereby showmg an increase of 9 1 per cent as 
agamst 12 per cent durmg tne Census of 1911 The average number of pei-sons for 
each occupied house comes to 5 6 as against 6 6 durmg the last census In Travair- 
coie and Malabar occupied houses mcieased by 15 per cent aud 6 8 uer cent res- 
pectively, the average number of persons per house being 6 2 and 6 respectively 
The average number of houses in towns is 2,S91 and the avci-age number of houses 
m villages is 574 Artificial methods of keeping down population, e g , abortion 
and infanticide, wilful neglect of infant life and voluntary lesti amt m mariied life 
are unknown in the State, on the othei band a large family vith a number of 
children is considered to he a happy one though its pocuniarj condition is far fiom 
being satisfactory Every true Hindu is expects 1 to beget a soff not only to per- 
petuate the species but also to save his soul from “Xaiaka” or “Hell” Marnao-e 
is t’nus a sacrament and not a social function contracted for the sake of enjoy’znent 
The Maiumakkathayam system of mheiitanee kept the joint family system among 
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m its fall viffoar till a few month* ago, when a law wiu passed regola- 
tlegpartitlon rtc^in Neir tarawad*. Toong men Imbaed with western Idea* of 
fniUndoal nght* and pnrilege* are apringlng np ererywbere and in erery comma 
Dll; and tne partition of joint ftinOlet baa become the order of the daj Con 
nderable incrcaao in the nomber of oconpied bonse« daring the next census is a 
foregone conclanon.

3L This paragraph deals with the pressure of population on the means 
i-rwn of of Hubsiftence- The population in the State on the whole 

has increaaed by 0*6 per cent, notwithstanding advene 
ciroumstanccs whiob operated as a obcck upon the normal growth of popula 
tkm. With favourable monsoon and land breeze the State can now produce 
only safflcicnt poddy to maintain her population for seven months in a year 
and the deficit is made good by nnportlng largo quantities of rice from Burma 
and other places. Large tracts of lands In the Cochin Karayannur and Oranga 
nnr TaluVs are cultivated with eoooonnt pMms, arid paddy fiats are being 
still reclaimed and conrerted Intoooooanot gardens. CalLivation of cocaanat 
trees is no doubt a very naofal and paying Industry invoMng less labour and 
capital tb^n poddy cultivation, but demand for poddy with an over Inomsing po* 
tratotloo in those two TiluU will olsrays be OQ the increase According to the 
statistics collected danng tbo ccooomio surrey tbe extent under poddy oultlva* 
tlon is only ’CO,OIOscrc*. This works out an average cf 37 cent* per hood of 
the population The qaestwn of bnoglog mote land* under cultivation fs now 
cn-Ti og tho earnest attention of tho Dorbar The standard of living is another 
factor to be cou^idorcd In Ibl* eoanectioo. The poor have begun to emulate the 
nch IQ their high standard of living and adoption of European method of living 
among tUo well todo is not rare but uolortanstely tbe resources available to 
Ibo people for moldog aealth are limited Tbe indostne* in the State arc 
sjlllnlbcir initial sttge and tbe porchaving power of the people cannot cope 
with the eurrrnt ujarlit pneo of many of the necM<anM of life Skilled labour 
era BIT few and tbe demand for high r wa^cs even on tbe part of naiLiIltd 
laea i inctra^iDg \s compimtivelj better wage* aro paid in factontv and 
c her luda tnal conerrw egncullaraJ labour ri am being attracted tbento and 
lb vt.- of rultiva.ion hx'i thereby conviderably lntreav«d.

The above table will show that the growth of population dunng the 
■decade has leceived a check when compared with the growth dunng the last 
■three censuses While commenting upon the condition of the decade, I have 
observed that the conditions prevaihng at the latter part of the decade were 
not favoiiiable for the natural growth of the population Cholera, small-pox and 
influenza which pievailed m almost all villages m the State durmg 1918 were 
lesponsible for the loss of many people d’be scarcity which prevailed and which 
to a ceitam extent prevails even now, and the consequent high prices of foodstuffs 
have also contributed their quota m arresting the normal growth of population.

increased onlj In G 0 per cent The Hindus form d9 per cent of the population o 
the important tow ns of Ernakulnm, Mattancherry and Tnchur, while the percent- 
age of Musalirans and Christians Ining in those towns aro 12 and 37 per cents 
respectively of the total population of those towns I\rattanchorry is the only town 
in the Slate which looks like Bombay in a miniature scale The house sites boro 
are limited aud m certain cases 10 or 12 families li\ o in one and the same building 
With the dcNoIopnient of the Cochin Haihoiii, the town is destined to play a \ciy 
important pwtand the necessiU and competition for more house sites will all 
the more he kceiih felt

BIRTH I'LACE 


28 Irapeiial Table XI exhibits the statistics of biith place for the popu- 
lation enumeiatecl m the State as a whole, and the Subsidiaiy 
Statistics ot birth place {jiig end of thc cliaptei give the numbei of people 

bom outside the State and enumerated m the State and those boin m the State 
but enumeiated outside the State Out of the total population of &79,080 in the 
State 939,321 were born m thc State As a stay-at-home people, the Coohmites 
aie usually found confined to then homes oi to then immediate neighbourhood, 
and emigration fiom the State pla 3 "s but a vei}' unimportant and insignificant 
part As the means of existence become moic and more acute, people will 
naturally be forced to migiate in large nuinbcis notwithstanding the bainers of 
caste prejudices, social ties, etc , which now opciato as souices of hmdiances to 
such movements 


29 Five diffeient kinds of migiation have been noted by the Census 
Commissionei, an/ , (1) casual (2) tempoiaiy (3) peiiodic (4) 
Trpesot roigrition seiui-peimancut and (5)peimanont The birth places record- 
ed at the census do not give infoimation about tne character of the diSeient kinds 
of migration, and the so-called test of pioportion of sexes is the only test available 
to decide to which of the above classes a particular emigiant belongs But, as 
already observed, as emigration and immigration do not play an important part in 
the State, detailed consideration of this otherwise important question need not be 
taken up

The decrease in thc number of immigrants as compared with 
47,266 immigrants in 1911 seems to have been due to the slump m theiubbei trade 
and consequent reduction of work m rubber plantations and the deteiioiation of 
coffee and tea plantations on the Nelliarapatis As m the previous decades, South 
Canaiaand Tmnevelly have also contiibuted then share of the nnmigiants though 
to a less extent than m the previous decade The nnmigiants from the distiicts in 
the Madras Presidency numbei 26,381 and those fiom Tiavancore and PuduLkottai 
numbei 12,389 Of the remaining, 462 aie from Kathiawar and 477 fiom Bombay, 
These are mostly Baniya and Muhammadan merchants found m Mattancheiry 
and its neighbourhood

CHAPTER VI 


SEX 


51 In tbe countiies of Western Europe, the females are in excess of 
males, while m India the males preponderate females The 
General remarks \vestem critics of Indian Census therefore are of opmion that 

there are a -prwri reasons foi behevmg that the enumeration of females m India 
may be imperfect If the preponderance of females over males in Census returns 
IS the test of the accuracy of Census figures, there can he no hesitation in saying 
that the Census of 1921 in the State has been qmte accurate According to the 
recent Census there are 1,027 females for every 1,000 males, as against 1,007 in 
1911, and the female populatipn used to outnumber the male population ever 
since 1881 thereby gl^^ng collateral testimony to the accuracy of the recent 
Census returns This preponderance of women in successive Censuses coupled 
with then high education is sufficient reason for their claims to civic recognition 


52. At the Censuses of 1891, 1901, and 1911 the females outnum- 
beied the males m all Taluks except Cochm-Kanayannur 
Taiukr'^*^'°" and Cranganur, while according to the recent Census, same 

has happened to be the case in the Mnkundapuram Taluk 
also No reason can possibly be adduced foi the deficiency of females in this 
Taluk, except upon the supposition that influenza differentiated agamst females, 
01 scarcity against males , the decrease in the Cochin-Eanayannur Taluk may 
probably be due to, as observed mthe previous Census reports, the existence there 
of a laige number of temporary male residents foi business purposes, especially m 
Mattancheiy, Emakulam and Tripumttura and in then neighbouihood With 
the development of the Cochin Harbour and the consequent better facilities for 
trade and commeice, the males in this Taluk are likely to show a more marked 
increase in their number in future Censuses

Tlie table then turns in favour of females and 
we find more females in the age periods of 16 — 35. From 35 — 50 there are more 
males than females though after 65, females are considerably in excess of males
